This letter is in response to APPLICANT'S "REQUEST FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 
timely^ filed on Feb. 27, 2007 requesting that the Office adjust the PTA determination at the time 
of the notice of allowance from a determination of Zero (0) days to days to a determination of at 
least 330 days.. 

The request submitted by appellants is Dismissed. Appellants have failed to comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.705(b) in filing this request. 

Applicant believes an adjustment of 330 days is due. AppUcants provide absolutely nothing 
other than the USPTO erred in determining that the proper amount of PTA at the time of the 
mailing of the notice of allowance was fifty-three days. 

The Office notes for the record that the PTA determination was fifty-three (53) days not zero(O) 
days as alleged by applicant. Moreover, the applicant should review the template provided in 
rule 37 CFR 1.705(b) when submitting a request for patent term adjustment. Applicant has failed 
to provide the Office with any statutory groxmds under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) or regulatory grounds 
under 37 CFR 1.702-1.703 in which appellant should have been awarded any additional PTA at 
the time of the mailing of the notice of allowance. 

The Office notes that this determination does not include any Office delays pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .702(a)(4) or 1 .702(b). Moreover, this determination does not include any reductions to patent 
term adjustment under 37 CFR 1.704(c)(10). These determinations will be included in the final 
PTA determination that is mailed to applicant in the Issue notification letter and displayed in
